to remain silent? 


As safety center 
falls behind 
schedule, officials 
told to keep quiet

Inside a small white trailer at the safety-cen- 
ter site are Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
and Carlos Mello, president of general contrac- 
tor Mello Construction. They sit facing each 
other, legs crossed, hands folded. Talking. 
Stapczynski says it’s the beginning of a beauti- 
ful relationship — and, he hopes, the solution to 
the safety center’s stalled progress. 

Ten months into the project, the job is 
already four to five months behind schedule. So

There could be a power plant built in Dracut 
after all. 

Two months after Constellation Energy, the 
owner of Nickel Hill Energy, pulled the plug 
on its Dracut-based 750-megawatt power plant 
project and put it up for sale, a potential buyer 
is considering taking over the project. 

“There is an agreement in place between 


Constellation and someone who I won't name 
to allow that party a period of time to conduct 
due diligence and evaluate the project and 
assess whether they want to acquire it,” said 
David Rosenzweig, attorney for Constellation

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Down on Main Street: Silver lining to 
pipe issue is cleaner wa 


The pipes sitting above 
ground on South Main 
Street are not part of the 
sewer project, contrary to 
popular belief. The tempo- 
rary pipes are there to aid in 
Cleaning out the neighbor- 
hood’s underground water 
main. 

“We're doing a cleaning 
and realigning of water 
mains in that area,” Says 
Jack Petkus, director of 
Public Works. “The main is 
an old cast-iron main. It’s 
still in good shape, but 
there’s a lot of rust inside of 
it.” 

DPW tests the water 
quality throughout town 
frequently. When it noticed 
a higher iron content in the 
water quality for South 
Main Street, Petkus decid- 
ed it was time to clean out 
the old pipes. 

The temporary pipes, 
which run across residents’ 
driveways, will remain in 
place for about six weeks, 
Says Petkus. Residents receive 
water through those pipes while 
the pipes underground are flushed. 
DPW workers will install a cement 
lining inside the old pipes that are 
larger than 8 inches in diameter to 
prevent future rust build-up. Pipes 
smaller than 8 inches are replaced 
entirely. 

This pipe-cleaning has no con- 
nection to the work just completed 
at Brookfield Road, where resi- 
dents complained for months 
about discolored water, Says

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Water pipes currently lining South 
Main Street have been Paved over 
at intersections and covered with 
gravel on residents’ driveways. 


Petkus. DPW routinely checks 
water for iron content. 

DPW will perform the same 
operation on North Main Street 
later this summer. Area residents 
may have to drive over a pipe lying 
across their driveway until its 
done, but Petkus Says he hasn’t 
received any complaints yet. 

“Mainly for the people who are 
living there it could be somewhat 
of a nuisance, but in the end they'll 
end up with cleaner water, (so this) 
I think is a small price to pay.”

would be the spokesperson for the 
project,” said Piantedosi. 

The other two members of the 
building committee, Police Chief 
Brian Pattullo and Fire Chief 
Chuck Murnane, sang similar 
tunes. 

Pattullo said that the police are 
eagerly anticipating completion of 
the project — after he asked 
Stapczynski for permission to 
comment — and Murnane shook 
his head when asked whether he 


felt comfortable with the project at 
present. 

“You have to speak to the man- 
ager,” he said. “We all have the 
same feelings.” 

Since Mello broke ground in 
October, Mello has fallen further 
and further behind schedule, and 
the rumors surrounding the project 
have grown. The latest buzz 
around town is that the project is 
almost six months behind sched- 
ule and the steel beams are aligned 
incorrectly. 

Those rumors are what 
Stapczynski hopes to stop. He 


says that the town now wants to 
speak about the project with one 
voice — his — and he wants to 
quell such rumors. Like the one 
that the town and Mello aren’t get- 
ting along. 

“The rumor is that (the town) is 
fighting with Mello,” says 
Stapcezynski. 

Maybe residents got that idea 
when officials wrote a letter to 
Mello back in January expressing 
dissatisfaction with the contrac- 
tor’s performance. Mello had shot 
back that the slowdown was the

a difference when they believe in 
something. We're not at all going 
to surrender,” she said. 

Jordan said she believes the 
new company will arrive at the 


same conclusion as Constellation - 
that a plant doesn’t make sense 
here. “The fact that they said we 
don’t need the power (gives us 
confidence) that the new place 
will find the same thing,” she said. 

MVRE has claimed that the 
gas-fired power plant, which 


would be located less than a mile 
from Andover, would add more 
pollutants to an area that already 
has more than its share. 

“It’s no surprise to MVRE,” 
said organization president Sheryl! 
Poole of the new agreement. 
“That’s why we’ve been taking the 

steps we've been taking.” 
MVRE and the town of 
Andover are moving forward 
with two legal actions to try 
to make sure the abandoned 
project is not resurrected.

“Beauty is in the eye of the 
beholder,” said Rosenzweig about 
the attractiveness of the project to 
potential buyers. “There’s a lot of 


uncertainty in the marketplace. 
Constellation is not going forward 
with this project, but other compa- 
nies are going forward with other 
power projects in New England.”

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Keeping quiet 
won’t change 
facts on center

Andover’s new police and fire station — is 
taking twice as long to build as it should. The 
project is 10 months old, and five months 
behind schedule 

This is happening despite all the things town 

leaders said they “learned” from the plagued 
Andover High School project. The town hired a 
full-time project manager, rather than a consul- 
tant; it put its gung-ho plant and facilities direc- 
tor on the job, and the town manager has kept a 
close eye on the project — as evidenced by his 
decision to take over all communication this 
week. 

Thus, the safety-center job is further proof 
that state laws governing public construction 
need to change. Massachusetts public construc- 
tion projects typically fail to be completed on 
time and on budget, sometimes despite the best 
efforts of towns. In the past, town officials have 
said they are compelled to hire low bidders even 
when they believe the town would get a better 
product if it hired someone else. Although the 


safety-center contracter has taken the step of 


naming a new supervisor to the job, if the pro- 
ject continues at its current pace, it will be 
added to the list of troubled public projects. 

But, while state laws need attention, of more 
immediate concern for the town is Town Man- 
ager Buzz Stapczynski’s call to essentially issue 
a gag order to those most closely involved with 
the safety-center project. This decision sends 
two messages: it shows how troubled the pro- 
ject is, and it shows how easily the town is will- 
ing to limit public access to information if there 
is bad news to report. 

Residents should note that, with all the 
delays on this project, the town has not decided 
to change those working on the job — at least 
not yet. The town has not put those town offi- 
cials who have the most to gain, the police and 
fire chiefs, in charge of the project. What the 
town has decided is that it won’t talk so much 
about its problems. But, as parents tell their 
children, silence won't make the problems dis- 
appear. Only work will. Clamping down on 
information only leaves the public further in the 
dark about specific problems, and what resi- 
dents might ultimately have to pay to fix them. 

The town manager’s decision that all infor- 
mation regarding this project must come 
through him is one the public should remember. 
It’s one they should consider when officials 
come looking for more money, as they so often 


do.

Has 200-year-old monster returned? 


Is the redistricting plan proposed by 
House Speaker Thomas Finneran a case 
of deja pee-yew? 

Those upset with his plan certainly 
have grounds to make that argument - 
and not just because it’s the latest in a 
long line of redistricting proposals 
meant to pay political dividends for its 
creator. Finneran’s plan to do away with 
Andover’s current 5th District and cre- 
ate a new 6th and 7th District has visual 
ties to one of the most infamous cases of 
politicking in state history. 

In 1812, Massachusetts Governor 
Elbridge Gerry created an awkward-looking district in this 
area to help keep some power for his struggling Democratic- 
Republican Party. The decision was quickly lampooned. 
Gilbert Stuart — the famous painter best known for his portraits 
of George Washington — drew a political cartoon that added 
wings and claws to the outline of the district. He noted that it 
looked like a salamander. But an editor responded, “Better say 
Gerrymander,” and a dirty new word entered into the political 
lexicon. 

Gerrymandering is a derisive term known by most people 
with an interest in politics. A gerrymandered district is one 
created to benefit one political group at the expense of anoth- 
er. It is what Gerry is remembered for, if he’s remembered at 
all. Few know that Gerry was also a signer of the Declaration 
of Independence and a US vice president. 

Now, about 190 years later, Finneran is following in 
Gerry’s footsteps. As our assistant editor Jack Grady noted in

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Riding with relief 


Tanklefsky bikes for buddy — and a cure

After competing in the annual Lake 
Tahoe Century Ride, a 100-mile cycling 
course through Nevada and California, 
Paul Tanklefsky chuckles about having 
“a great, great feeling — one of accom- 
plishment, of satisfaction... of relief.” 


Tanklefsky is not talking about relief 


from finishing seven hours of riding 15 
mph over grueling terrain. He was 
relieved that he able to raise $3,200 for 
the Leukemia and Lymphoma Society. 
Prior to the race, he says, “I never raised 
more than $100 in my life!” Tanklefsky 
exceeded his goal by nearly threefold, 
raising close to $8,500, which made 
him the fourth-highest contributor from 
Massachusetts. 

Determined to raise funds, he wrote 
300 letters to friends and family who he 
says responded generously. But Tan- 
klefsky’s mission was not entirely char- 
itable. It was personal. Because last fall 
his close friend, Doug Yates of North 
Andover, diagnosed with 
Hodgkin's disease. 

This was exactly the type of motiva- 
tion Tanklefsky needed to get him to 
become more than a recreational rider. 
The Lake Tahoe Century Ride was his 
first cycling competition — and his first 
time riding 100 miles, for that matter. 

Training for the competition began 
in February when he joined riders from 
the Leukemia and Lymphoma Society 
every Sunday at the Dedham Racquet- 
ball Club. The cyclists took spinning 
a type of aerobic cycling exer- 
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cise set to music, 
hours,” until the spring when the group 
took their “first real training ride.” Start- 
ing at the finish line of the Boston 
Marathon the group rode to Hopking- 
ton — and then doubled back. That's 
climbing “heartbreak hill” twice. 

Feeling mentally and physically pre- 
pared because, “anywhere you might 
ride in New England you’re confronted 
with hills,” one could say Tanklefsky 
had an edge over competitors from 
Florida and Illinois. But ‘““companion- 
ship,” not competition is what he 
remembers most. “On the hills you 
focus on why you're doing this until 
you reach the top.” 

Ten yards from the finish line, “I 
spotted Pat [Yates’ wife] and Doug in 
the crowd. That kind of brought this 
experience full circle.” 

Now that he’s “hooked on cycling,” 
Tanklefsky is preparing for a race a little 
closer to home. This September he is 
competing in another century race, the 
Seacoast Ride, which travels through 
parts of Maine, Massachusetts, and 
New Hampshire. 

Two weeks ago members of both the 
Tanklefsky and Yates families went on 
a 12-mile bike ride. “I’m working on 
getting [Yates] in shape for the fall,” 
says Tanklefsky, who aims to complete 
25 miles of the Seacoast Ride. “I 
encourage people to not be daunted by 
the financial and physical difficulties. 
It’s not an impossible task. It can be 
done.”

Sewer rights, conservation effects are issues

Monday night was not the 
most glorious during Avalon- 
Bay Communities’ six-month 
comprehensive permit bid, as 
selectmen voted to retain juris- 
diction over a proposed sewer 
connection, and the Zoning 
Board of Appeals declined to 
close its hearing on the permit 
application. 

The outcomes of both board 
meetings were welcomed by 
the neighborhood group Protect 
Andover Zoning, which has 
vigorously opposed the plan for 
136 luxury apartments on the 
site of the Monastery of St. 
Clare on River Road, in an area 
zoned for single-family resi- 
dences. 

“We're pleased with the 
sewer decision and the exten- 
sion of the hearing,” said Bailey 
Road resident Maddy St. 
Amand. 

ZBA chairman Dan Casper 
said that the board would wait 
to hear the opinion of the Con- 
servation Commission on the 
project’s impact on wetlands 
before closing the hearing. 
After the hearing is closed, the 
board has 40 days to render a 
decision on whether to accept, 
accept with conditions, or reject 
AvalonBay’s application. 

“This board does not sup- 
plant the Conservation Com- 
mission, and it would be very 
helpful to know what direction 
they’re going,” said ZBA chair-

man Dan Casper. Conservation 
commissions are one of the few 
local boards that are not over- 
ridden by a comprehensive per- 
mit, which can be granted in 
exchange for a development’s 
having a portion of units desig- 
nated as affordable. 

AvalonBay representatives, 
eager to bring the hearing to a 
close, opined that zoning issues 
and wetlands conservation 
issues are separate, and so the 
ZBA does not have to wait for a 
Conservation Commission 
decision before going forward. 

“To continue this hearing for 
a Conservation Commission 
matter would be unfair to this 
applicant,” said Steven 
Schwartz, attorney for Avalon- 
Bay.

“It won't change our approach 
to mosquito control and virus pre- 
vention, because we expected to 
find the virus in birds and mosqui- 
tos,” said Penney.

hosts,” transferring the virus from 
mosquito to mosquito, which can 
then give it to people. Crows are 
not more susceptible to the virus 
than other birds, but they are larg- 
er and have a wider geographic 
range, so they are the most useful 
as a “sentinel species” to track the 
spread of the virus, according to 
Penney. 

Anyone who finds a dead bird 
(other than one struck by a car) 
should report it to the health 
department by calling 978-623- 
8295. On evenings and weekends. 
residents can call the state Depart- 
ment of Public Health hotline at 
866-MASS-WNV (627-7968) 
Brochures about mosquito control 
are also available from the town 
health department 


Andover join the Northeast 
Mosquito Control District. 
Penney said that Andover has 
begun spreading larvacide via 
pellets dropped into street 
drains, which are a major 
breeding ground for mosqui- 
tos. He said that whether the 
town sprays for mosquitos 
will be based on the results of 
State testing of mosquito pop- 
ulations. 

“The good news is the 
mosquito pools they’ve been 
testing in the area for the last 
four to five weeks have not 
had any positive results,” said 
Penney. 

He said that so far this 
year, Andover has sent 11 
birds to the Department of 
Public Health for testing, 
including eight crows, a blue- 
jay, a robin, and a duck. Of 
the other 10, eight tested neg- 
ative for the virus and two 
were unfit for testing because 
of their condition. 

Last year, seven birds in an 
area between South Main 
Street and Route 125 tested 
positive for the virus, which 
causes flulike symptoms and 
can be fatal to children, the 
elderly, or people with weak- 
ened immune systems. The 
bird that tested positive this 
year was found on Bellevue 
Road, near Haggetts Pond. 

“The big thing we're 
emphasizing is insect repel- 
lent and (eliminating) stand- 
ing water sources,” said Pen- 
ney regarding what residents 
can do to control mosquitos. 
Mosquito larva breed in 
standing water, so residents 
should try to remove standing 
water from things such as 
clogged gutters, old tires, 
buckets, bird baths and wad- 
ing pools. Water in wading 
pools and bird baths should 
be changed frequently.

Department of Public Health. There would have to be a consensus among 
those three.” 

Resident and environmentalist Frances Wheeler does not like the idea of 
spraying. 

“I questioned (joining the Mosquito Control District) at the Town Meet 
ing where it passed,” said Wheeler. “I think the consensus was that our 
health officials know what's good for us, and that may be true, but they may 
not know what's best for the environment, which is an incredibh complex 
organism.” 

Those concerned about spraying point to the health hazards of 
to humans, impacts on the food chain, and the dangers of creating stronger 
mosquitos who survive the spray ing and build-up resistance. A recent report

line for the new monastery, con- 
necting to the Tewksbury sewer 
system. The line has a much larg- 
er capacity than the new facility 
needs, but in the agreement, the 
selectmen prohibited connection 
to any other property without their 
approval. 

Now, AvalonBay is contending 
that the comprehensive permit 
trumps this agreement. On Mon- 


day night, the selectmen unani- 
mously disagreed. 

“I would be very uncomfort- 
able modifying an agreement, or 
allowing the ZBA to modify it, 
without a Town Meeting vote,” 
said Selectman John Hess at the 
selectmen’s meeting. 

“In my opinion, the sole juris- 
diction in this matter resides with 
the Board of Selectmen,” said 
Selectman Brian Major. 

At the ZBA meeting, Casper 
said the board would have to con- 
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sider the issue. 

“Clearly it’s complicated by 
the fact that this agreement is 
memorialized in a contract,” said 
Casper. “It kind of makes it a 
jump ball.” 

On Tuesday, Bill McLaughlin, 
vice president of development for 
AvalonBay, said in reaction to the 
selectmen’s vote that he would 
continue as before. 

“Tt strikes me as the selectmen 
basically restating the letter of the 
agreement,” said McLaughlin. 
“We’re just going to keep our 
heads down and make it through 
the next hearing, and hopefully 
get approval with conditions we 
can live with.” 

If the company does not get 
approval or does not accept any 
conditions that are put in place, it 
has recourse to the state Housing 
Appeals Committee. 

The Conservation Commission 
is set to meet on July 31 to consid- 
er the AvalonBay proposal. The 
ZBA will continue its hearing on 
Aug. 27, at which time, Casper 
said, each side - the developer and 
the residents - will have 45 min- 
utes to present closing statements. 


There were two new players 
on the scene at Monday night’s 
meetings regarding the Avalon- 
Bay Communities comprehen- 
sive permit application: Boston 
attorney Steven Schwartz, gen- 
eral counsel for AvalonBay, and 
Andover attorney Andy Caffrey, 
recently retained by the neigh- 
borhood group Protect Andover 
Zoning. 

“If we're going to take legal 
action, we have to have legal 
counsel,” said PAZ member 
Maddy St. Amand. She said the 
group is funding their legal 
counsel with neighborhood 
donations. 

The town Zoning Board of 
Appeals rules on comprehen- 
sive permit applications, either 
granting approval, approval 
with conditions, or disapproval. 
If the permit is not approved, or 
if the developer does not like the 
conditions of the approval, the 
developer may appeal the deci-

sion to the state Housing 
Appeals Committee. 

Residents, however, can 
appeal a decision they don’t like 
to a state Superior Court, which 
St. Amand said PAZ is prepared 
to do. She said the group has a 
list of its own conditions, and if 
ZBA conditions diverge sub- 
stantially from them, they will 
appeal the decision. St. Amand 
would not say what all their 
conditions are. 

“One of them obviously is 
lower density,” she said. 

Schwartz is AvalonBay’s 
general counsel for the state of 
Massachusetts, and he made 
Avalon’s case to the selectmen 
Monday night that the select- 
men do not have jurisdiction 
over the project’s sewer connec- 
tion. The selectmen voted unan- 
imously that they do. Present at 
the ZBA meeting was Avalon’s 
local attorney, Bob Lavoie.

Police and fire use towing company

the facility whenever they make an 
arrest, and the arrested person's 
vehicle must be towed away, Said 
Police Chief Brian Pattullo. Fire 
officials ring up Elm Street Auto 
when there is a serious accident 
and the wreckage must be 
removed, added Fire Chief Chuck 
Murnane. 

Pattullo and Murnane attended 
last week’s ZBA meeting in sup- 
port of Abraham’s petition. 

“There is a need 24 hours per 
day, 365 days per year (for tow- 
ing),” said Pattullo this week. “We 
require a facility to be one mile 
from the safety center. There are 
no other vendors in town. We're 
towing a lot more cars than we 
used to tow. If we lose Elm Street 
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Auto, I’m not sure what we’re 
going to do.” 

Police tows alone add up to an 
average of 100 vehicles per month 
for Elm Street Auto to tow and 
store, said Pattullo. He added that 
Abraham’s vehicles parked on 
Lupine and Rogers Dell have 
never caused a traffic obstruction. 

Several residents who attended 
the meeting disagreed, and said 
that towed cars and the wreckers 
that deposited them there are clut- 
tering Lupine Road. They 
expressed concern over the poten- 
tial pollution damaged vehicles 
could deposit while parked on the 
conservation land. But Caffrey 
said that Conservation Commis- 
sion members told him they had no 
problem with the parking. 

“(The) Conservation (Commis- 


l'ecam 


sion) takes a non-reaction to it,” 
said Caffrey. “As long as (the land) 
is not being abused, they are taking 
a non-interference position.” 

The Conservation Commission 
chairman and some members did 
not return phone calls to the 
Townsman to confirm their stance. 

The portion of Rogers Dell in 
question was paved when the town 
first acquired it years ago, and both 
Elm Street Auto and Rogers Dell 
visitors have been using it to park 
ever since, Caffrey added. 

ZBA’s decision will be made 
final and official when it is filed 
with the town clerk’s office. Mem- 
ber Steven Anderson declined to 
comment on the case until the 
decision is official, and Chairman 
Dan Casper did not return several 
phone calls from the Townsman.

Phillips Academy has plans for 
a State-of-the-art science center on 
campus. But first they have to 
make some room — by moving a 
19th-century house. 

It’s not the first time PA has 
picked up a building that stood in 
the way of development. Last 
summer PA found a buyer willing 
to move the historic Pearson 
Farmhouse, an 1860s building that 
stood in the way of the access road 
to a new $8 million hockey-rink 
facility. Rather than raze the 
house, PA sold the property to 
builder David Barrett for $1. Last 
January, Barrett picked up the 
house, moved it just down South 
Main Street, and plunked it on a 
new foundation. 

In the case of the new Gelb Sci- 
ence Center, a $17.1 million pro- 
ject, PA wants to demolish the 


current Evans Hall science build- 
ing. The 1924 House, would move 
to make way for the new building, 
which would go up right next to 
the former Evans’ footprint. 

“It’s part of our effort to pre- 
serve this house, rather than 
demolish it,” says Tana Sherman, 
PA director of public information. 
“It will still be used. We’re just 
finding it another home.” 

In fact, many of the old build- 
ings on the PA campus have been 
shuffled around at one time or 
another, she says. “A lot of our 
buildings have been moved 
around. We try to preserve them 
when we can.” 

PA has owned the 1924 House, 
a former school house, for about 
100 years, and has used it to house 
faculty. PA will move the home 
next to Highland Road between 
the Stuart and Fuess dormitories. 


PA filed for a permit to build 
the science center June 1. The 
three-story, 58,000 square-foot 
building will house the physics, 
chemistry and biology depart- 
ments. The academy hopes to 
begin construction late this sum- 
mer, while construction continues 
on the hockey-rink facility, which 
Sherman says should wrap up by 
the end of this fall. 

The rink project drew many 
concerned residents to the Plan- 
ning Board meetings last summer,

where the board considered a per- 
mit for the rink construction. 
Abutters worried about and noise 
from the new rink. But Planner 
Paul Materazzo says the science- 
center project has not generated 
anywhere near the same amount 
of neighborhood interest. 

“The closest residence is 1,600 
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feet away, so you're not going to 
get into a scenario like (we) had 
with the hockey rink,” says Mater- 
azzo. In fact, not one resident 
attended the July 10 hearing, he 
Says. 

The Planning Board will likely 
vote on the project in August. 
Materazzo says.

by the regional environmental 
group Toxic Action Center urged 
communities to adopt “no spray” 
policies. 


“The environmental hazards of 


spraying are extremely insignifi- 
cant,” countered Montgomery. 
“Making decisions with regard to 
the use of pesticides is a risk-bene- 
fit assessment, just like anything in 
life. If you look at the risk versus 
the benefit regarding using pesti- 
cides, the benefit greatly out- 
weighs the risk, which is insignifi- 
cant according to published 


reports.” He acknowledged, how- 
ever, the dangers of inadvertently 
building stronger mosquitos 
through spraying. 

“Resistance is definitely a fac- 
tor when you’re talking about 
adulticiding,” he said, “which is 
why we do it very selectively.” 

Montgomery also said that he 
has gotten more calls from resi- 
dents who want the town to spray 
than from those who oppose it. 

Resident Betty Mobbs was a 
member of the Andover Mosquito 
Virus Advisory Committee when 
the town was considering joining 
the control district.

“T get so pumped up. Our ride 
spends the night at the Massachu- 
setts Maritime Academy in Borne.

Andover quickly fields three all-stars

If lacrosse is “the fastest game 
on two feet,” 
Muscatello of Spring Grove Road 
maintains, then Andover must 
have some of the fastest kids 
around. 

Muscatello, and two other 
Andover youths, Trey Nardone 
and Mike Bruno both of Powers 
Road, are experienced lacrosse 
players who were hand-picked to 
join the Mass Bay Youth-13 All- 
Star Lacrosse Team. This means 
Andover has “the most players 
from one town on the All-Star 
Team,” said Nardone. 

150 teams from all over East- 
ern Massachusetts were invited to 
send players to the tryouts for the 
team; and 87 of the most talented 
boys, ages 13 and under, tried for 
a chance to represent their district.

The U-13 Mass Bay All-Star’s 
most recent tournament was enti- 
tled the 2001 U.S. Lacrosse Youth 
Festival. The event was held at the 
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University of Massachusetts in 
Amherst and drew 44 teams from 
as far away as Texas and Col- 
orado. “Our team did really great,” 
says Nardone. “Our record was 5 
(wins), 2 (loses), and | (tie). This 
type of competition was brand 
new and we hadn’t seen anything 
like this before.

We had a chance to 
meet almost every team from 
around the nation.”

Buy a box of tea, get land 


Land prices are sky-high in Andover these days, but 
rumor has it that you used to be able to get land here 
with proofs of purchase from tea boxes — or with a news- 
paper subscription. 

The subdivision at the corner of Ballardvale and 
Woburn streets, made up of Bayberry Lane, Teaberry 
Lane and Blackberry Lane, is known as “Tea Lot 
Estates,” a name given by the developer when he applied 
to build it in 1982. According to Planning Director Steve 
Colyer, the name is rumored to be a reference to a time 
when the land was subdivided into hundreds of little 
parcels and given to people in exchange for coupons 
found on tea boxes. 

However, the Townsman traced a deed from a pre- 
sent-day lot back to a tax-taking in 1946, which notes at 
one point, “These lots on the corner of Woburn St. and 
Ballardvale Rd. were sold by the Boston Globe with sub- 
scriptions to Boston Globe.”

Year with crown comes full circle 


Arts in education advocate returns to college for arts degree

Only one word can describe 
Andover native Jenny Powers’ year as 
Miss Illinois — unconventional. 

From the moment she accepted the 


crown and state title last summer, to her 


farewell speech last Friday, the brown- 
haired, 21-year-old says she was any- 
thing but the typical beauty queen. 

“T don’t look like what people would 
imagine the typical Miss Illinois to be,” 
explains Powers, comparing herself to 
the stereotypical “blonde, blue-eyed 
Barbie doll.” “I’m wholesome, healthy 
and athletic. | have brown, curly hair. 
I’m an Irish-German girl from the 
Boston area.” 

It took a lot of convincing from Pow- 
ers’ friends to try out for the Miss Illi- 
nois title during her sophomore year at 
Northwestern University in Evanston, 


just north of Chicago. But when she 


won the crown and competed for the 
Miss America title months later, Powers 
says she learned that the pageants 
weren't so stereotypical after all. 

“I would never have competed if it 
was Strictly a beauty pageant,” says 
Powers. “It’s much more about a 
woman's character and her leadership, 
and her willingness to make a differ- 
ence. I’m just someone whose never 
wanted to be judged strictly on what | 
look like.” 

Though she won the talent portion of 
the national Miss America pageant with 
her vocal performance, Powers missed 
a spot as one of the top 10 finalists. But 
she still had the remainder of the year as 


Miss Illinois. 

Powers, a vocal major, took the year 
off from college to travel to elementary 
and middle schools, promoting the ben- 
efits of the arts in education. She spent 
months setting her alarm clock for 6 
a.m. to prepare for early-morning 
appearances, or to march in parades. 
Again, she says her experience was dif- 
ferent from that of most women, 
because she is not a native of Illinois. 
Her family and support system — “the 
Miss Illinois board of directors’ — was 
back in Andover, watching from afar 

“I was traveling the entire state of 
Illinois by myself. It was so hard. I was 
physically and emotionally spent,” she 
says. “When you go to these schools, 
you re exhausted from traveling and it’s 
lonely. You really have to drag all ot 
your motivation from yourself. You 
have to get geared up and get the kids 
pumped up.” 

Judging from the response she 
received from the awe-struck students 
at every school she visited, she got her 
message across. “What's so awesome is 
the look on all those kids’ faces as you 
leave,” Powers says. “I would always 
leave my address. They would write let 
ters saying, ‘What a difference you 
made in my life.” 

The young boys who would sum- 
mon the courage to approach Powers 
after her speech overwhelmed her the 
most. “They'd wait until I was done

VINGSTONS' GARDEN; A HAMLET

AROL LIVINGSTON equates an upcoming 
national tour of her Andover garden 
with a good sale at Filene’s Basement. 

“I'm expecting everybody’s eyes to light up 
when they get off the tour bus and see the day 
lilies. They will probably run down the drive- 
way. They love day lilies, just like us,” said 
Livingston, who has been lovingly tending her 
Andover Street day-lily garden for the past six 
years with her husband, Ervin. 

Tomorrow and Saturday that hard work will 
be recognized as about 450 people tour the 
Livingstons’ garden. Theirs is among eight 
gardens around the state chosen 
to be part of a tour organized by 
the American Hemerocallis 
(Latin for day lily) Society. 
Members are staying in a New- 
ton hotel and will be bused to 
Andover for the tour. The first 
bus is expected to stop in front 
of the Livingstons’ modest 
ranch house by mid-morning 
tomorrow. 

The day-lily garden is well- 
known among Andover’s gar- 
dening enthusiasts. It was 
included in last month’s 
Andover Historical Society Gar- 
den Tour. Local gardeners-in- 


the-know often drop by unannounced just to 
relax on one of the many benches and enjoy 
the view. 

The end of July signals peak-viewing sea- 
son for day lilies and the Livingstons’ garden 
is indeed the place to take in all that color. 
They have more than 500 varieties of day lilies 
and the colors are spectacular. So many of the 
day-lily names perfectly describe the colors. 
For example, there’s pink cotton candy, lemon 
yellow, carnival lady, and pink debutante. In 
addition to pinks and yellows, the Livingstons 
have a lot of red, rust, orange, and purple. 

There are also smaller gardens scattered 
throughout the property. Hostas are plentiful 
and serve as a wonderful day-lily companion. 

Interestly, how- 
ever, the yard that 
sO many gardeners

appeal: the decision to 
paint or side your

It seems we all deal with 
it at one time or another - 
fading color, peeling paint 
and rotting clapboards on 
the exterior of our home. 
Especially here in New Eng- 
land, we must often contend 
with the weather-worn con- 
dition of materials and 
decide just what to do to 
remedy the situation. Then 
comes that nagging ques- 
tion: Do you paint or side? 

There is general agree- 
ment that siding costs less 
to maintain than paint, 
although there can be a siz- 
able installation fee 
(depending on the size of 
your home). Painting offers 
more choices in terms of 
color, but you have the 
ongoing costs of painting 
every three to five years. 
Some people prefer the look 
of painting to siding in 
terms of its versatility and 
trim and accessory options. 
But, siding doesn’t rot, 
crack or warp. There’s cer- 
tainly a lot to think about. 

Bob Christoforo, a_ sea- 
soned contractor and sales- 
person for Home Depot in 
Tewksbury, is of the opin- 
ion that vinyl siding is the 
way to go. 

“Its more energy-effi- 
cient (than painting) ... and 
once it’s on, it’s mainte- 
nance-free,” says Mr. 
Christoforo. “There’s a spe- 
cial wash for vinyl siding —

spray it on and hose it down, 
that’s the extent of it.” 

Vinyl siding is more 
durable than aluminum, 
which can dent or scratch 
easily. And, it’s more afford- 
able than people may 
assume, according to Mr. 
Christoforo. It’s a one-time 
investment, as compared to 
painting your house every 
few years. 

“Your average ranch may 
run you 6 or 7 thousand dol- 
lars (to side),” Mr. Christo- 
foro says. 

Doing the work yourself 
may be an option for a small 
project such as a shed or 
replacement job, but most

homeowners hire a_ profes- 
sional to handle the exterior 
of their home. 

The range of color options 
for vinyl siding is fairly 
extensive, with roughly 25 
different shades from which 
to choose. Some of the more 
popular colors include red- 


wood, pearl, almond, tan, 
clay, white and gray. 
“All trim pieces’ and 


boards are wrapped with 
aluminum around them,” 
says Mr. Christoforo. 

So, why would a home- 
owner still choose to paint? 
According to William 
Lawrie of William Lawrie 
Painting in Andover, there

“It’s traditional to begin 
with ...

You 
can always change the shut- 
ters and the front door and 
give the house a totally dif- 


ferent look,” says Mr. 
Lawrie. 
Mr. Lawrie notes that 


many people stick with their 
original colors or just change 
the shade, but the fact that 
you can do just about any- 
thing is what makes the busi- 
ness interesting. 

“We’re in the cosmetic 
business. Taking a house 
that needs to be fixed - it’s a 
rescue mission. When 
you're done, you can look at 
the house and say, ‘There 
you go,’”” says Mr. Lawrie, 
who likes that it’s all about 
the finished product.

When asked about the 
maintenance expense, Mr. 
Lawrie says that most 
homes need to be painted 
every three to five years, but 
that new materials on the 
market have given painting 
a longer life span. 

“Tt all depends on the con- 
dition of the (clapboards) — 
the age, history of peeling — 
you have to get to the prob- 
lem,” he says. “I’ve had 
houses go six years and they 
look terrific,” says Mr. 
Lawrie. 

Mr. Lawrie has been in 
the business for more than 
30 years and has some 
advice on finding a decent 
contractor. He says it’s all 
about reputation and getting 
recommendations by word 
of mouth. Going to your 
local hardware or paint 
store and asking for some 
names is a good start. And, 
be sure to check a contrac- 
tor’s background by calling 
the Better Business Bureau.

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Improper extension 


cord can damage 
your power tools 


(The Leviton Institute) - Every 
year, motors in thousands of 
power tools burn out for one sim- 
ple reason: The tool was plugged 
into an extension cord not suited 
for the job. To help you keep your 
power tools running properly, 
here’s some information about 
choosing extension cords. 

Whether you’re using a very 
long outdoor extension cord to 
run an electric lawn mower or a 
short one to power up a tool for a 
backyard project, the wrong 
extension cord can damage, and 
eventually ruin, the motor in your 
tools. 

How do you determine the size 
of the wire in an extension cord? 
The easiest way is to check the 
markings on the outer jacket of 
the extension cord. You'll be 
looking for a number followed by 
the letters AWG printed right on 
the cord. The typical outdoor 
extension cords you'll find in a 
hardware store or home center are 
16 AWG, 14 AWG or 12 AWG. 

But there’s a twist to wire num- 
bers — the smaller the number, the 
bigger the wire size. The 12 
AWG wire can carry much more 
power than a 16 AWG wire. 
That’s why you would use a 12 
AWG extension cord to run the 


big motor on a table saw, for 
example. 

A second factor in your choice 
of an extension cord is its length, 
because this, too, affects the 
amount of power getting to the 
tool. As electricity travels down 
the extension cord and farther 
from the outlet, its energy dimin- 
ishes. So if you need to use a long 
extension cord for garden chores, 
choose one that has larger-diame- 
ter wires, such as 14 AWG. 

Manufacturers of power tools 
and electric garden tools also 
specify the proper type of exten- 
sion cord to use with their equip- 
ment. This information is typical- 
ly included in the equipment’s 
owner’s manual. 

While choosing the right size 
extension cord will protect your 
tools, you should also use an 
extension cord with a_ built-in 
GFCI receptacle to protect your- 
self from potential electric shock. 
These inexpensive GFCI-protect- 
ed extension cords have been on 
the market for about 10 years and 
are available at home centers and 
hardware stores. They have very 
short cord lengths and are meant 
to be plugged into an electrical 
outlet. Then the longer extension 
cord is plugged into the GFCI-

HOME IMPROVEMENT 


Routine maintenance keeps 
household appliances efficient 


(Popular Mechanics) -— Your 
household appliances will work 
more efficiently and have an 
increased useful service life if you 
perform simple routine mainte- 
nance. In the case of your dish- 
washer, for example, usually all 
that’s needed to keep it in good 
working order is to keep its door 
gasket and spray arms clean and 
fish out the kitchen jetsam from 
under the heating element. 

While the door gasket may 
appear clean where it is plainly 
visible, there’s a good chance its 
bottom section is covered with a 
slimy dirt that can cause the door 
to leak. Hold a hand mirror to the 
bottom of the door to reveal any 
accumulation of dirt. 

Use a strong, nonabrasive house- 
hold cleaner to remove the dirt 
from the gasket and door panel. 
You might also lift the water level 
float from the base of the cabinet 
to check for dirt. If the float gets 
too dirty, it can stick in place, 
throwing the water level out of 
whack. 


While you're at it, check the 
openings in the spray arms for 
small shreds of plastic. Remove 


these shreds with a pair of tweez- 
ers. 

Also check the drain area regu- 
larly for bread sack fasteners, 
small measuring spoons or other 
kitchen items. Not only can these 
items be baked onto the heating 
element, they might break up and 
chip the food-grinding impellers 
located in the drain. 

Finally, make sure some water 
remains in the base of the dish- 
washer. If you seldom use your 
dishwasher, add water periodically. 
If left to dry out, the pump seals 
might leak when the dishwasher is 
used. 

When it comes to maintaining 
your washer and dryer, the best 
you can do for these appliances is 
to keep them level and clean. If 
they are out of level their moving 
parts will wear unevenly and 
excessively. Any service techni- 
cian can tell you that most of the 
laundry appliances he encounters 
are completely out of level. In 
some cases, “self-leveling” legs 
compound the problem, as they 
don't always level the appliance, 
but extend to close the gap 
between themselves and the floor. 

Place a small level on the top 
frame of the appliance to deter- 
mine where the problem lies. 
Then, thread the legs up or down 
accordingly, or in the case of the 
self-leveling legs, lift the low side 
of the appliance until that leg 
extends to the proper height. 


To keep the finish on these appli- 
ances looking good, wash them 
regularly with a mild detergent. 
Clothing dyes can stain the insides 
of washers and dryers, so clean 
their drums frequently, especially 
after washing new clothes. Some 
components, such as the fabric 
softener reservoir on a washing 
machine, can be removed for bet- 
ter cleaning. The reservoir is often 
held in place by a friction ring. 
Just lift this ring and the reservoir 
will detach from the agitator. 

And, finally, you should fasten 
the washer discharge hose to the 
plumbing stand pipe. A washer 
discharge pump is capable of 
moving 50 to 60 gallons of water 
per minute. That much pressure 
has a tendency to lift the discharge 
hose right out of its plumbing 
pipe. There are several devices 
made for this problem, including a 


friction-fit gasket. 

Lacking a factory-made solu- 
tion, use wire or duct tape to 
secure the hose. A loose discharge 
hose can do hundreds of dollars in 
water damage. 

Because dryers produce so much 
lint, you'll need to pay particular 
attention to the lint trap and the 
dryer vent tube. Remove and clean 
the lint trap with each load. Fail- 
ing to clean the lint trap regularly 
can cause the dryer to overheat 
and can start a fire. It also affects 
efficiency. 

Also, check the vent tube twice 
a year, especially if your dryer 
vents up, as most dryers located 
in basements do. Pull the dryer 
out to get behind it. Then pull the 
vent from the dryer connection. 
This will allow you to shake any 
lint and debris accumulation 
from the tube.

Simple steps for fixing 
drywall dents 


(NUD) — Found holes in your 
drywall from your kids running 
around indoors? What about 
dents from moving furniture in 
or out? Don’t fret. Patching 
drywall is much easier than 
replacing it. 

All you need is lightweight 
spackle, a putty knife and fine 
sandpaper for holes smaller 
than 1 inch in diameter. For 
holes | to 4 inches in diameter, 
you also will need a utility 
knife, drywall patch tape or 
screen kit, drywall taping knife, 
joint compound or spackle and 
medium sandpaper. For holes 
larger than 4 inches, you also 
will need a scrap piece of dry- 
wall, drywall repair clips, pen- 
cil and wallboard saw. 


To patch holes, it’s simple. 
For holes smaller than | inch do 
the following. 

— Clean the 
debris. 


hole of loose 


— Fill the hole with light- 
weight spackle. 

— Smooth it with a putty 
knife. 

— Sand for a final finish. 


Filling holes larger than 1 
inch is a variation of this. For 
holes 1 to 4 inches in diameter 
try the following. 

— Cover the hole with screen 
or tape after cleaning out 
debris. 

— Patch it with a light coat of 
spackle. 

— Let it dry and sand. 

— Apply a_ second coat, 
smooth it with a taping knife 
and sand for a final finish. 


Larger holes are a little more 
complicated, but still no big 
deal. There are just a few extra 
steps. 

For holes larger than 4 inches 
you might try the following. 

— Cut a scrap piece of drywall 


larger than the hole. 

— Hold the new piece over the 
hole and draw around it. 

— Cut a new hole along the 
pencil line. 

— Screw repair clips to the 
wall. 

— Screw the drywall patch to 
the clips. 

— Cover joints with tape or 
mesh. 

— Adhere tape with a light 
coat of spackle. 

— Let dry and apply a second 
coat. 

— Smooth with a taping knife. 

— Sand for a smooth finish. 


Remember: Build up several 
coats of joint compound to pre- 
vent cracking. For a smooth fin- 
ish, countersink screws so 
heads are below the surface. 
Sand your surface smooth 
between each coat of joint com- 
pound and prime the patch 
before painting.

on in-home filters and 
devices designed to rid 
water of impurities. The 


larger the water supplier, 
the more likely that it is in 
compliance with EPA stan- 
dards. Even so, there may be 
periods when the contami- 
nant level rises until correc- 
tive action is taken. 

A clean bill of health at 
the treatment plant might 
not tell the whole story. 
Water can pick up contami- 
nants as it travels from the 
utility and can even become 
tainted while sitting in your 
pipes. And, if you’re one of 
the 40 million people who get 
water from private wells, it’s 
your job alone to monitor 


and control water quality. 

Your water can_ be 
checked for the presence of 
lead, bacteria or other conta- 
minants by your local health 
department or an indepen- 
dent, state-certified testing 
lab as listed in the Yellow 
Pages. Expect to pay from 
$20 for a single test to more 
than $100 for a full range of 
tests. 

There are two places to 
treat water in your home: 
where the water enters your 
house and at the tap. Some 
of the commonly used sys- 
tems include sediment fil- 
ters, which remove particles 
and partially dissolved 
solids. They’re often used in 
conjunction with a larger 
system to remove particles 
before they reach other fil- 
ters. 

Distillation units use a 
heating coil to turn water 
into vapor, leaving the 
impurities behind. A _ con- 
densing coil returns the 
vapor to its liquid state. Dis- 
infecting units use an ultra- 
violet light or chlorination 
or ozonation to kill bacteria. 

Carbon filters are 
designed to screen out cer- 
tain contaminants that may 
give the water an unpleasant 


More are using in-home water filters 


odor or taste. But, it takes 
solid-block filters to remove 
heavy metals such as lead or 
mercury. Filters designed to 
reduce the level of fluoride 
may contain activated alu- 
mina. 

Reverse osmosis systems 
use a membrane to screen 
contaminants. A percentage 
of water is cleaned and col- 
lected in a storage tank. The 
remainder flushes away 
impurities. Water softeners 
don’t improve the quality of 
drinking water, but they 
reduce the hard water min- 
eral film left on clothes and 
dishes, as well as_ scale 
deposits inside pipes. Water 
softeners work by exchang- 


ing the ions in minerals 
with sodium. 
You might need more 


than one technique to take 
care of your own drinking 
water problem. It’s common 
for all the treatment tech- 
niques to be accompanied 
by carbon filters. But, 
whether you’re hiring a pro- 
fessional installer or doing 
the job yourself with a sys- 
tem bought from a_ hard- 
ware store or home center, 
be sure to check what each 
system is designed to do 
before buying. 


(NAPSA) — Termites are a 
year-round problem for many 
homeowners.

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Hardwood floors add 
value and beauty 


(IHIT) — Designers, realtors, 
builders and homeowners all 
sing the praises of hardwood 
flooring. Designers like the way 
a wood floor can carry a deco- 
rating scheme, while builders 
and realtors call it a status sym- 
bol that adds $7,000 to $10,000 
to the value of a house. Home- 
owners like both of these traits, 
of course, but more than any- 
thing else, they love the time- 
less beauty of a wood floor. 

“Wood flooring is a true clas- 
sic and therefore a wonderful 
chameleon,” says New York 
designer Susan 
Aiello.“Depending on __ the 
wood species and finish you 
choose, it can create a richly 
traditional setting, or it can be 
sleekly contemporary and any- 
thing in between. It can be for- 
mal or informal, sophisticated 
or rustic, and you can make it 
uniquely yours with borders or 
inlays.” 

“On the practical side, wood 
flooring is extremely durable,” 
she adds. “It can be sanded and 
refinished to last a lifetime, and 
since it is so easy to maintain, it 
is also a healthy choice for peo- 
ple with allergies or respiratory 
problems.” 

But before you buy, you 
should become acquainted with 
the different wood species, 
types of flooring, and finishes. 
Also be aware that in this field 
comparison shopping pays off, 
and that includes going online. 
Some Web sites offer hardwood 
flooring online, guaranteeing 
that their prices will beat con- 
ventional retail by 40 percent, 
and also to make sure you get 
up close and personal with their 
products before you decide to 
buy. They will also overnight 
samples to you. 

However, the floor you buy 
may look slightly different than 
the sample, warns Cole Martin, 


president of BeaverHome.com. 

“Each hardwood board has a 
unique life story. During the 
years it takes a tree to mature, it 
develops a one-of-a-kind pat- 
tern and texture. Grain patterns 
result from the tree’s growth 
rings — one ring for every year 
in the forest. Even boards from 
the same tree will show color 
variations,” Mr. Martin 
explains. ‘Younger’ wood clos- 
er to the bark is lighter than 
wood from the inner portion of 
the tree, and minerals and other 
elements in the earth affect 
color as well. So, in the end, no 
two pieces of wood look exact- 
ly alike. And that’s what gives a 
hardwood floor its special 
beauty and charm. It’s genuine 
and natural.” 


Special features 

Oak, which comes in colors 
from light to dark brown, is still 
king in the hardwood flooring 
business, and it goes well with 
any interior. Ash, which fea- 
tures near-white, grayish-brown 
or light brown colors, suits con- 
temporary _ settings, _ while 
maple, with its fine grain and 
creamy white color with red- 
dish-brown tinge, flatters transi- 
tional rooms as well. Currently, 
there’s a trend towards cherry, 
with its straight, close grain and 
light reddish-brown color. This 
species complements more for- 
mal, traditional rooms. Beech 
and birch, both light-colored 
woods, are better for modern, 
sophisticated interiors. 

But more exotic woods are 
entering the fray. BeaverHome, 
for example, is now offering 
jatoba, an exotic Brazilian cher- 
ry species. It is either harvested 
underwater from dead trees in 
the Amazon region, or from 
plantation-grown trees, so it is 
ecologically sound. The wood 
is very dense and reminiscent 


of teak. This species is as versa- 
tile as it is luxurious. According 
to Mr. Martin, it sets the perfect 
stage for any room. 

Strip flooring, the most com- 
mon, ranges in widths from 1 
foot to 3 feet It provides a neu- 
tral, versatile look. Plank floor- 
ing is defined as boards that are 
at least 3 inches wide. They are 
often used to create a country 
look. Planks of varying widths 
are sometimes combined for 
uncommon visual interest. Par- 
quet flooring consists of wood 
Squares arranged in geometric 
patterns, from simple to ornate. 


Finishing school 

Hardwood flooring can be 
purchased finished or unfin- 
ished. On-site finishing may 
take from several days to two 
weeks, so floors pre-finished by 
the manufacturers are getting 
the upper hand. 

“It makes sense,” says Mr. 
Martin. “Think of it in terms 
of your car’s finish. There’s no 
way you could replicate the 
factory finish, applied under 
controlled atmospheric condi- 
tions, in your own garage. The 
clear coat we use is very simi- 
lar to the coat on your car. We 
use 10 coats of UV-cured ure- 
thane with a built-in aluminum 
oxide hardener. We call it 
ArmorFloor, and the name is 
apt. It comes with a 25-year 
warranty.” 

For period homes, or those 
who simply crave a sense of 
history, recycled wood floor- 
ing is now becoming an option 
from some manufacturers, and 
enterprising companies like 
BeaverHome is eyeing this 
market with products such as 
its Colonial Plugged Flooring. 
This is random-width, wide- 
board cherry flooring with 
walnut plugs, originally cus- 
tom-produced for a_ historic

Is an old-fashioned fuse box a 
hazard? 

The short answer is no, 
because fuses provide the 
same protection against over- 


loaded wiring as_ circuit 
breakers. However, when 
fuse boxes were in wide- 


spread use, most homes had 
only 30-or 60-ampere §ser- 
vice. 

Today’s homes need at least 
150- to 200-ampere service to 
safely supply power for 
major appliances. If you have 
a fuse box and you’ve added 
any large appliances over the 
years, the Leviton Institute 
recommends that you have an 
electrical contractor inspect 
your home wiring to make 
sure it’s still safe.

How can I tell when an elec- 
trical outlet isn’t safe? 

There are three indicators of 
an unsafe outlet: If an outlet 
can no longer hold a plug snug- 
ly; if any parts of the outlet are 
broken; or if the outlet feels hot 
to the touch. If any of these 
conditions exist, the outlet 
should be replaced. 


Can I add more outlets in the 
kitchen? 

And don’t 
forget to install GFCI outlets in 
the kitchen.

(Popular Mechanics) — Have 
you ever wondered why a nail 
works so well in wood? It’s not 
the nail that’s doing all the 
work -— it’s the wood. Because 
wood is resilient, it grips the 
nail, not the other way around. 

The trouble is, there are a lot 
of building materials that are 
not so cooperative. While hard- 
ened spiral nails will stay in 
concrete, their holding power 
isn’t that great. And, forget 
about drywall. Nailing to a 
wall really means getting out 
the stud finder to find a 2x4 
that’s hidden inside. 

Fortunately, there’s a wide 
assortment of fasteners that 
don’t rely so much on the grip- 
ping power of the base materi- 
al. These devices provide their 
own gripping power and 
designed to suit specific appli- 


are 


cations. There are concrete fas- 
teners that expand to grip the 
valls of a hole, and a myriad 
hollow wall fasteners that 
itch on to drywall with 
You ll find most of these fas 
ners. or close variations, at 
your hardware store. Remem 
ber that each design has specif- 
ic capacities. Manufacturers 
test maximum — sustainable 
loads in terms of tension (a 
load in line with the fastener 
axis) and shear (a load perpen- 


dicular to the fastener axis). 
Loads are also based on the 
base material and safe working 
loads are rated at one-fourth 
the maximum load. In general, 
light-duty loads are less than 
400 pounds, medium-duty 
loads range from 400 to 4,000 
pounds and heavy-duty loads 
are above 4,000 pounds. For 
demanding structural uses, dis- 
cuss the problem with your 
dealer. 

Following are examples of 
the many specialty fasteners 
available. 

An expansion anchor is a 
concrete fastener that features 
a carbon-steel band that fits 
over a reverse taper at the end. 
The top half is threaded to 
accept a standard nut. In use, a 
hole is bored and the fastener 
is driven in place. When the 
nut is tightened it not only 
draws the connected member 
toward the concrete, but the 
taper at the end drives the steel 
band outward to grip the hole.

Available in 3/16ths of an inch 
or | 1/4-inch diameters, this 
fastener has an _ expanding 
body that contains a steel dri- 
ving pin. After being inserted 
in a hole, the pin is driven 
flush with the anchor to grip 
the base material. 

A nylon anchor, similar to the 
nail anchor, has a nylon body 
that increases its versatility. 
Besides concrete, it’s appropri- 
ate for masonry applications 
and it even handles hollow wall 
fastening. Its head has a screw- 
driver slot and the top of the 
pin is threaded so it can be 
withdrawn to remove the fas- 
tener. 

A hollow set drop in, similar 
in principle to the expansion 
anchor, is designed for light- 
to medium-duty use in the rel- 
atively thin walls of hollow 
concrete block. It’s made up of 
a tubular, split body and a 
lower internally threaded cone.

composition boards and plas- 
tics. When applied to water- 
proof papers or cloth backing 
materials, silicone carbide can 
also be used for wet sanding 
with water or mineral oil for 
rubbing down varnish, 
polyurethane and lacquer fin- 
ishes. 

The closest thing to an all- 
purpose paper is aluminum 
oxide paper. It can be used on 
wood, metal, plastics and fiber- 
glass. 

The grit size of the abrasive 
on a sheet of sandpaper is iden- 
tified by a number on the back- 
ing material. The higher the 
number, the finer the grit. 
Extremely coarse papers with 
relatively open coats of abra- 
sives — each granule spaced out

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from the others — remove heavy 
layers of paint, enamel or var- 
nish from relatively rough sur- 
faces. They’re fine for prepar- 
ing the surface of a house for 
painting, but would be wrong 
for taking even a heavy paint 
buildup from fine interior pan- 
eling or furniture. 

Medium grits remove light 
stock from wood and prepare 
walls for painting inside the 
house as well as smoothing 
rougher sanding for finer fin- 
ishing. Fine and very fine grits 
carry this process the rest of 
the way for a perfect finish, 
removing sanding scratches to 
make a surface ready for 
primer or sealer.

coatings. A closed coat covers 
the entire sheet with abrasive 
particles, while a more open 
coat may give no more than 50 
percent or 70 percent coverage. 
Spacing the grits far apart > 
makes the sandpaper cut more 
slowly because there are fewer 
grits to do the job, but the 
paper doesn’t load up with 
paint or gummy wood. 

As for sanding techniques, to 
finish wood smoothly, sand 
with the grain. Plastics have no 
grain, but some of them melt 
when heated by friction so the 
Surface smears rather than 
smoothes.

Remember to allow extra carpeting 
if your runner is in two or more 
sections, since each section must 
join under a tread nosing. 

To get width, measure from the 
wall to the base of the balusters, or 
whatever portion of the step you 
will be covering. Add 2 1/2 inches 
for rolling the edges under — 1 1/4 
inches for each side. Since you will 
probably need to trim at least one 
edge along the runner’s length, 
allow an additional inch for this. If 
your carpeting has irregular edges, 
be sure you have enough material 
to trim the full length of both sides 
straight.

(Popular Mechanics) - Ceramic 
tiles are a beautiful accent in many 
old homes. Whether decorative or 
plain, the richness of this material 
commonly lends an air of grace and 
charm to old entranceway floors, 
baths and fireplaces. 

Like everything else in this world, 
some of these tiles may become 
damaged over time and need 
replacement. In most cases the 
answer isn’t as easy as a trip to the 
local home center or tile store. The 
difficulty in finding matches for old 
hand-painted, -printed or -carved 
tiles is obvious. Differences in the 
way tiles were made years ago 
make most of today’s mass-pro- 
duced tiles inappropriate replace- 
ments for even plain field tiles. 

Color variations were common in 
the glaze of many old tiles. Two

glaze variations that were typical of 
tiles produced 50 years ago are pic- 
ture framing and crazing or crackle 
glazing. Picture framing occurs 
when the glaze puddles around the 
edges of the tile, outlining or fram- 
ing it. The latter situation appears 
when the glaze doesn’t actually fit 
the body of the tile but shrinks at 
different rates, causing cracks to 
occur in its face. Today, the pair 
would be considered color flaws. 
Fortunately, both can be repro- 
duced by some of the custom tile 
studios catering to this type of 
work. The first step in this process 
is sending the studio a good sample 
piece of the tile you’re trying to 
replace. A good quality photo can 
help if you can only send a section 


of tile instead of an entire undam- 


aged piece. 

Tile reproduction is a costly 
process, the major expense being 
the research and development for 
the glaze and clay body. Much trial 
and error is involved here, and the 
experts depend on their past experi- 
ences to guide them. Choosing a 
glaze color is not like choosing a 
paint color: What you see is not 
what you get. The unfired state of 
glaze is nothing like its fired state. 
Finding the right match of glaze 
and clay body is a slow process. 
Expect to pay from $150 to $300 
for this work, unless the shop you 
choose has already developed a 
matching glaze for a past job and 
has this information in its files. 

Once the color match is devel- 
oped, the next step is creating the 
template or mold. Depending on 
how intricate or carved the tile is, 
you can pay anywhere from $100 
on up for this work. Matching 
hand-painted tiles runs from $25 to 
$100 each. Of course, pricing is not 
a static figure. Each situation is 
unique. 

A less expensive alternative is to 
retile the entire area, whether it’s a 
fireplace, foyer or bath. Some tile 
companies offer a line of historic 
designs that will blend in with your 
old-home decor. 

If you're interested in tile history, 
you might want to contact The Tile 
Heritage Foundation, P.O. Box 
1850, Healdsburg, CA 95448. This 
is a nonprofit, member-supported 
organization for research and 
preservation. As such, it has a net- 
work of tile identifiers across the 
country that is able to establish 
where a tile came from and what 
type of tile it is. If you want to learn 
more about this part of your old 
house, all they need from you is a 
good quality photograph of the tile 
and a stamped, self-addressed 
return envelope. 
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(NAPSA) — It’s the middle 
of the night and the tranquili- 
ty of peaceful sleep is inter- 
rupted by an irritating 
“SSQUEEEEEK.” It’s _ that 
darned floor. Someone in the 
house is up and around, but 
now everyone’s awake. Often 
caused by years of contrac- 
tion in dry ‘winters and 
expansion in humid sum- 
mers, a squeaky floor can be 
an ongoing source of frustra- 
tion. 

The problem may lie either 
with individual floorboards 
or the subfloor. If the squeak 
occurs only when pressure is 
exerted on one or two boards, 
then the problem is probably 
with those boards. Try apply- 
ing liquid wax, talcum pow- 
der or powdered graphite in 


the groove 
boards to lessen the friction 
and thus quiet the squeak. 

If that doesn’t do the trick, 
drill small pilot holes near 
both edges of the boards 
where they are squeaking. 
Drive 2-inch finishing nails 
through the pilot holes and 
into the supporting tongue- 
and-groove structure, secur- 
ing the boards together. Set 
the nail and fill in with 
matching wood putty or wax. 

If the squeaking occurs 
over a broader surface that is 
1 or 2 feet wide, the likely 
culprit is movement of the 
subfloor and the solution is 
to reattach it to the support- 
ing floor joists. One tradi- 
tional approach would be to 
expose the joists from below

and make the repair. Howev- 
er, if the problem is on an 
upper floor, the associated 
mess and ceiling repair make 
this a_ very unappealing 
option. A better alternative 
would be to take a top-down 
approach. 

First, the floor joists must 
be accurately located, a job 
that requires the proper tool. 
While there are several stud 
finders on the market today, 
most cannot find a joist 
through hardwood flooring or 
reach the depth required. One 
that will accomplish the job 
easily and quickly is Zircon’s 
StudVision Pro, which can 
locate joists up to 2 inches 
below the surface.

Measure a stairway with a land- 
ing as if the landing were one deep 
step. Ideally, cover the landing and 
the first riser above it with one 
piece. If you can’t, include the riser 
with the steps above it. Winder 


will have a designer feel. Now 
that you’ve picked some col- 
ors, it’s time to paint. The 
painting technique sponging 
blends colors and gives the 
room the feeling of an impres- 
sionist painting. 

First, put on the basecoat 
and let it dry. After the paint is 
dry, use a natural sea sponge 
available at your local paint 
store and dampen it in water, 
Then, touch the side of the 
sponge to the paint and blot it 
on some newspaper. This will 
prevent your sponge from 
depositing too much paint on 
the wall. 

Start in the middle of the 
area, gently touching the 
sponge against the wall. Dab a 
2-to-3-foot area, varying the 
sponge angle to create differ- 
ent patterns. Put spaces 
between dab marks to give the 
room a gentle feeling and to 
let the basecoat shine. After 
the first sponge coat dries, you 
can repeat the process with a 
second and even a third color

Another designer technique 
is ragging. This technique 
conveys the look of crushed 
fabric on a wall. 

First, apply your basecoat 
and let it dry. Next, get a lint- 
free rag, wet it with water and 
wring it out to remove any 
particles. Wad the rag up so 
the edges are not exposed, and 
dip the rag in paint. Test the 
look for blotting the rag on 
newspaper. 


Again, start in the middle of 


the wall and work in a 2- to 3- 
foot area. Dip the rag in the 
paint and dab on the wall. 
Keep refolding the rag until it 
is dry. Repeat the process. For 
best results, use only one 
color over the basecoat.

Question: The water pressure 
in our tub is good. However, 
when we turn on the shower, 
some water continues to come 
out of the tub faucet, and the 
water pressure from the shower 
is reduced. How can we correct 
this problem? 

Answer: The problem is with 
the tub-shower diverter valve. 
When the valve is functioning 
properly, all the water should be 
channeled to the tub or shower. 

There are two common types 
of diverters. In the tub spout 
diverter, a small gate valve is 
attached to the base of a plunger- 
shaft located in the spout. It is 
held in the up position for the 
shower by water pressure. When 
the water is turned off, the gate 
drops and opens the tub spout. 
To remove it for repair, unscrew 
the tub spout from the threaded 
water pipe. 

The other diverter works by 
rotating the valve stem so the 
parts in the valve body open to 
either the tub spout or the shower 
pipe. You can remove the mecha- 
nism by unscrewing the stem nut 
and withdrawing the diverter 
assembly. 

Tub diverter spouts and divert- 
er assemblies cost $10 to $15 at 
plumbing supply stores. Since 
there are different types and 
sizes of tub-shower diverters 
available, take the old one with 
you to make sure you get an 
equivalent replacement. 


Question: | would like to 
replace some worn parts in my 
washing machine, but the agita- 
tor is just about impossible to 
remove. I don’t want to force and 
possibly break anything, so do 
you know a way to get out the 
agitator? 

Answer: To remove a tightly 
fitted agitator or one that has 
become firmly glued in place by 
soap residue, first unplug the 
washer and remove the agitator 
cap. Then, if there is room 
between the bottom edge of the 
agitator and the tub bottom, 
work a completely deflated bicy- 
cle tire in underneath the agita- 
tor. Distribute the tube as uni- 
formly around the agitator as 
possible. Leave the valve stem 
sticking out and attach a hand 
pump or mini air compressor to 
it. 

Gradually pump up the tube. It 
shouldn’t take much pressure 
because the agitator’s surface 
area is large. The agitator will let 
go with a pop. This method 
won't harm the agitator since the 
force is not concentrated and is 
fairly evenly distributed around 
its circumference. Of course, this 


method can also be used to sepa- 
rate other stuck parts on appli- 
ances if applied carefully. Cer- 
tainly, it is far less apt to damage 
parts than attempting to pry them 
apart. 


Question: I own a Cape Cod 
house with a full rear dormer for 
the two upstairs bedrooms. My 
low-pitched roof restricts clear- 
ance so that I can’t use a gable- 
end whole house fan. I’d like to 
have an airflow of 8,400 cfm 
(cubic feet per minute), which is 
the volume of livable space, both 
upstairs and down. Can I install a 
permanent fan or window unit 
that would provide the airflow I 
want? 

Answer: Your 8,400 cubic feet 
of liveable space must be divided 
by two, because you have a two- 
level house. (To help vent it, 
open the lower windows during 
the day, and the upper windows 
at night.) Thus, you're really 
only venting one-half the live- 
able space at a time. Multiply 
this 4,200 cubic feet by 30 
(changes per hour for good sum- 
mertime ventilation), and divide 
by 60 (minutes per hour). This 
accounts for a required flow of 
2,100 cfm. 

A much simpler way of figur- 
ing required fan size is to use 
square feet of area. Dividing 
your house’s volume of 8,400 
cubic feet by a room height of 8 
feet would give you 1,050 square 
feet of house. 

You can install a ceiling fan in 
the space over your stairs in the 
upstairs hall. You could use a 24- 
inch fan, but we would suggest a 
30-inch fan, since it runs at a 
lower rpm than the smaller unit. 
This makes for quieter operation, 
minimizes motor wear and saves 
electricity. However, the 30-inch 
fan requires air-discharge open- 
ings (gable-end and soffit vents) 
totaling 6.8 square feet. The 24- 
inch fan requires fewer openings. 

Apart from the electrical work, 
which may be a little tricky, this is 
definitely a do-it-yourself job. 
You can hire a licensed electrician 
after you ve installed the vents. 


Question: | am building a new 
home and was told that my sep- 
tic system needs to use a seepage 
pit rather than a leaching field. 
Can you explain what a seepage 
pit is and why it’s necessary? 

Answer: A seepage pit is used 
instead of a leaching field in resi- 
dential sewage disposal when the 
lot the house is located on is too 
steeply sloped to allow building 
a field. The pit allows effluent to 
percolate into the ground the 
way a leaching field does, but it 
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takes up less surface area. 
Sewage leaving a house settles in 
a septic tank before it flows into 
the pit. 

The pit’s bottom should be 
filled with 6 to 12 inches of 
coarse gravel, and the space 
between the pit liner and the sur- 
rounding soil with 3 to 6 inches 
of coarse gravel. The specific 
amount of gravel depends on 
local codes. 


Question: My TV and VCR 
are plugged into an outlet that 
my kids can reach. Although it 
has a childproof cover, would I 
gain additional protection from a 
ground fault circuit interrupter 
outlet? Are there disadvantages, 
other than cost, of having a 
GFCI breaker in the panel box 
versus one in an outlet? 

Answer: A GFCI outlet recep- 
tacle certainly provides addition- 
al protection against a shock haz- 
ard. To do this, the circuit in a 
GFCI monitors the current in the 
“hot” and “neutral” lines. Under 
normal conditions, these two 
currents are always equal. If the 
circuit detects a difference 
between them as little as 5 mil- 
liamps, it interrupts the power in 
as little as 1-40th of a second. 
However, childproof covers on 
an outlet are effective, and it 
shouldn’t be necessary to install 
a GFCI outlet. 

A GFCI receptacle has one 
advantage over a GFCI installed 
in a circuit breaker. The GFCI 
circuit breaker monitors the 
branch circuit. With it, there is a 
greater chance of nuisance trip- 
ping caused by a buildup of leak- 
ing currents due to deteriorated 
or damaged sections of insula- 
tion, multiple splices and mois- 
ture accumulation. When a GFCI 
breaker trips, the entire branch 
circuit goes out. Whereas when a 
GFCI receptacle trips, it de-ener- 
gizes just itself, or the rest of the 
branch that follows it, depending 
on how the electrician has it 
installed. 


Question: How do you drill in 
bathroom wall tiles? I would like 
to put rails in the shower area. 

Answer: One method is to 
place a finish nail on the title, 
and tap it with a hammer to score 
the glazing. Bore on the scored 
mark with a masonry bit. 

The second method is to sim- 
ply buy a carbide- or diamond- 
tipped drill to bore the hole. 
Using these bits eliminates the 
need to score the glazing. The 
diamond-tipped drill is more 
expensive but preferable to the 
carbide-tipped bit. 

Both bits are available at hard- 


ware stores and industrial suppli- 
ers. Use a variable-speed drill 
when using these bits so that you 
can drill at a slow speed. 


Question: My Sears Coldspot 
frostless refrigerator-freezer 
whistles, wheezes and_ hisses. 
Sometimes it sounds almost alive 
~ even human-like. What do these 
strange sounds indicate? Is the 
refrigerator about to break down? 

Answer: Your refrigerator’s 
strange noises are probably com- 
ing from the evaporator fan 
motor located on the back wall 
of the freezer compartment. Usu- 
ally before the evaporator’s 
motor bearings give out, they 
will make chirping sounds. As 
the bearings continue to wear. 
the motor will produce strange 
noises similar to the ones you 
describe. Usually this means the 
fan motor is about due for 
replacement. A new fan motor 
kit can be purchased from any 
Sears parts store. Your local 
appliance center may also have a 
fan motor that would fit. 


Question: The cathedral ceil- 
ing in my 10-year-old house was 
OK until five years ago, when 
we noticed black spots appearing 
through the sand finish. I painted 
it and it looked good but the 
black spots came back. No mat- 
ter what I do, they come back. I 
have asked many Carpenters 
what causes it, but none seem to 
know. Can you help? 

Answer: The black spots are 
probably mildew spores. Mildew 
is a fungus and unless you kill it, 
it will come through a new layer 
of paint, especially a water-based 
paint. Try washing the ceiling 
with a solution of bleach, deter- 
gent and water. After the ceiling 
is dry, paint it with a mildew- 
resistant paint or use a fungicide 
additive in the paint. 


Question: The plans I have for 
building a year-round doghouse 
state that low-radiant heat can be 
used during the cold winter 
months. Just what is low-radiant 
heat and where can I get the 
parts needed to install it? 

Answer: This type of heat 
radiates directly to objects so it 
does not have to heat the air 
around them to have a warming 
effect. Low-radiant heat is usual- 
ly supplied by electric cables 
embedded in floors or ceilings. 
To protect the cables from dam- 
age by the animals, lay them ina 
bed of sand over polyurethane 

insulation and a vapor barrier 
followed by a minimum of 3 
inches of concrete. Some low- 
radiant heating cables can be laid 
directly in the concrete, but insu- 
lation is still required to keep 
bottom heat loss to a minimum. 
Use Styrofoam panels for this 
purpose. Protect all wiring in 
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metal conduit so your dog can’t 
chew it. 


Question: We had to trim the 
bottom of our hollow-core door 
so that it would clear new Carpet- 
ing we had installed. We tried 
not to damage the veneer on the 
door as we first scored the cut 
line with a sharp utility knife 
guided by a straight edge. In 
spite of this, we did break away 
some of the surface. What’s the 
best way to fix this? 

Answer: To fix the splintered 
area of the veneer, you'll need to 
first lift the broken wood away 
from the door with a putty knife, 
and then apply glue to resecure 
the veneer. Use a small tube of 
white carpenter’s glue, or buy a 
glue injector with a needle appli- 
cator at a wallcovering store. The 
needle applicator will let you 
reach well under the veneer 
without damaging any delicate 
slivers of wood. After applying 
the glue, clamp the area until the 
glue dries. Use a strip of wood as 
a clamping pad to distribute the 
pressure evenly, and cover the 
veneer with a piece of scrap plas- 
tic sheeting to prevent the wood 
strip from becoming glued to the 
door. 

When the glue has dried, 
remove the clamp and apply a 
coat of latex wood patcher. The 
latex patcher shrinks a bit when 
it dries so you may need to 
repeat this process once or twice 
to achieve a level surface. Avoid 
spreading the patcher beyond the 
repaired area. When the latex 
patcher is dry, sand with fine 
sandpaper. Use a sanding block 
to ensure that the surface stays 
flat. Check the job for smooth- 
ness by gently sliding your hand 
across the surface. 

If the door was originally 
stained and varnished, buy a 
stain that matches the original 
color. If you have a scrap piece 
of the veneer, bring it to the store 
to help make an accurate color 
match. Apply the stain and wipe 
it with a soft cloth to blend it 
with the existing finish. After the 
stain has dried, apply a finish 
coat of varnish to the area. 


Question: The exterior brick 
of our home is porous and is 
Starting to crumble. We had it 
tuck-pointed and sprayed with a 
transparent water repellent. This 
has helped very little. Would 
painting the bricks with a viny! 
or Lucite paint stop the crum- 
bling? Our home is 26 years old 
and otherwise in very good con- 
dition. 

Answer: Unfortunately, — the 
only solution is to replace the 
deteriorated bricks. Water pene- 
trates through cracks in mortar 
joints. The water freezes and 
thaws, causing the bricks to spall. 

Once the bricks spall, you can-

not reverse the condition. You 
can only reduce further spalling 
by sealing cracks or open mortar 
joints. 

Sealing the brick face with a 
clear, penetrating sealant is not 
recommended by the Brick Insti- 
tute of America. It can cause 
more harm than good by trap- 
ping moisture that was present in 
the brick. This moisture freezes 
and causes the bricks to spall. 

Painting the bricks is a stop- 
gap measure. The paint can act 
as an adhesive, keeping the 
crumbled pieces together. When 
the adhesive properties of the 
paint reach their life cycle, and 
the paint peels off, the crumbled 
pieces will peel off with it. 


Question: Can you tell me 
what kind of paint I can use to 
color Styrofoam without having 
the paint eat the material? I have 
several Styrofoam ice chests that 
we use when traveling. They’re 
getting very soiled and grubby 
looking on the outside although 
they are still white and clean 
inside. I haven’t been able to find 
new ones in these sizes which 
just fit the spaces in our car. 

Answer: You can paint Styro- 
foam (polystyrene) with any 
latex (water-soluble) paint. Sol- 
vents in oil-base paints might 
partially dissolve the foam and 
could form a sticky surface that 
would not dry. 


Question: Our 16-year-old 
painted redwood house has a ter- 
rible mildew problem, even dur- 
ing periods of bright sunshine. 
The inside of the house seems to 
sweat and the inside surfaces of 
the window frames are peeling. 
We would eventually like to have 
aluminum siding, but first we 
must solve the mildew problem. 
What do you suggest? 

Answer: You have probably 
checked the obvious sources of 
moisture such as a lack of 
kitchen and bath fans, and poor 
exterior landscaping that may 
allow rainwater to run into your 
basement and crawl space. Mois- 
ture rising from these areas is a 
common source of this problem. 

If you do not know the source 
of excessive moisture in the 
house, you should introduce 
some dry air from the outside 
There are a number of air 
exchangers on the market that 
are designed for do-it-yourself 
installation and are reasonably 
priced. These units usually have 
a fan that moves fresh air in, over 
or through ducts that are heated 
by heated air from the interior of 
the house moving out through 
the same unit. 

This is not only a solution for 
excess interior moisture but an 
answer to super tight homes that 
suffer a lack of fresh breathing ait

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Sidewalks take a 
beating from the 
very beginning 


(Popular Mechanics) — While a 
house is under construction, a 
new sidewalk often floats high 
on a bed of fill-sand, which even- 
tually erodes from the sides and 
is swallowed by utility trenches. 
Then, before the expectant fami- 
ly moves in, their new sidewalk 
will bear weight of delivery 
trucks, landscape tractors, etc., 
usually before the concrete is 
fully cured. Over the years, the 
soil beneath the sidewalk heaves 
and settles. It all adds up to 
cracks and other problems. 

To deal with cracks, the goal is 
to seal out water because wet soil 
beneath a sidewalk only exacer- 
bates the problems of frost heave 
and settling. 

Narrow cracks less than a half 
inch should be caulked shut with 
a liquid polymer crack filler. 

Most concrete crack fillers will 
not cure properly when applied 
more than one-half inch deep. 
Deeper cracks require packing 
the joint with some form of 
backing, such as foam-plastic 
backing rod, or pouring the filler 
in two Or more applications, each 
three-quarters of an inch deep. 

Highlights of the crack repair 
process begin with first brushing 
away debris from the cracks and 
then pouring in liquid-polymer 
crack filler to a level just below

The prob- 
lem may be caused by a poor 
concrete mix, an aggregate that 
was not sufficiently clean or the 
failure to protect the surface 
from certain extremes in weather. 

Of course, cold weather can 
damage a fresh concrete surface, 
because the surface is the most 
susceptible to frost. More often, 
however, the problem is caused 
by heat. When concrete is poured 
on hot days, the surface dehy- 
drates faster than the concrete 
below it, causing the slab to 
weaken and separate just below 
the surface. Fresh concrete 
should always be covered on hot 
days. 

Larger damaged concrete areas 
and surface pops require patch- 
ing. Standard masonry mortar 
has little bonding strength when 
applied in thin layers. If you 
intend to use standard mortar for 
your patch, mix a_ prescribed 
amount of acrylic bonding agent 
into it for greater strength. There 
are products that are dry mortar 
with a vinyl granular resin as a 
bonding agent. Add water, and 
the bonding agent is activated. 

To repair surface pops that 
commonly appear at the edges of 
a walk, it’s best for you to form 
the edge of the walk, as if for 
new concrete, for a uniform 
appearance 

First chisel a shallow trough, or 
keyway, into the concrete to give 
the patch a compound surface to 
adhere to. Remove debris from 
the affected area and dampen the 
surface prior to patching. Apply 
patching material using a small 
trowel, then feather the patch to 


match the surrounding area

“We try to be considerate and 
not go too late,” said Fahey, who is 
taking care of event details like 
getting approval from the town 
manager. “Everything we’ve done 
1as been positive. We've had hun- 
dreds of shows at Old Town Hall 
and five at the Park.” 

But he 
acknowledges 
that the open- 
air metal fest 
runs some risk 
of ruffling 
feathers in 
quiet, orderly 
Andover. He 
says this is a 
good justifica- 
tion for build- 
ing a youth center, for which residents gave 
approval at Town Meeting in April. 

“One of the things we said when we pro- 
posed the youth center is that it’s very hard to 
do the things the kids want to do in town, 
because we don’t have control of anything,” 
said Fahey. “So we want to do it in the Park, 
and we have to walk on eggshells so we don’t 
upset anybody. I think people think - Brendan 
has a big red mohawk — that they’re different 
types of kids, but they have the same interests 
as other kids. They like to write, they get good 
grades... I can tell you from doing a million 
shows, they’re awesome kids. If you ask them 
to help clean up, they will. If it’s getting rowdy 
and you ask them to cool it, they do it.” 

All of that aside, it’s still going to be loud. 
What will the neighbors say? 

“A few years ago they had a concert with 
the kids, and it was unbelievable,” said Robin 
Beirne, who lives on Bartlet Street, across 
from the Park. “The longer it went, the louder 
it got. We had to call the cops. And I’m not 
that old. It’s nothing against the kids, they just

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want to have a good time... there should be 
more opportunity for them to do that. I just 
don’t want to see all hell break loose.” 

A few doors down, Rex Melton said he was 
not worried. 

“Tf it’s during the day like that, it doesn’t 
bother me at all,” he said. “I’m not so old that 
it’s something I’ve never — well, maybe it'll be 
something I’ve never heard before, but I’m not 
so old that I would be annoyed by it.” 

“Ultimately, I’d really like to see the band 
go somewhere,” said Lynch of his future plans. 
“But I'd like to secure something a little bit 
safer to fall back on.” 

To that end, he is working on a degree in 
graphic design at Northern Essex Community 
College.

Selectmen 
get an earful 


“Tt really rattles our dishes!”

At MONDAY NIGHT’S selectmen 
meeting, residents living across the 

street from The Park who got wind of 

the punk and heavy metal concert 

scheduled for Saturday gave the select- 

men something to listen to. 

“As neighbors of the park, we’ve 
learned to live with disruptions,” said 
Mike Beirne of Bartlet Street. “But this 
chips away another chunk of the peace 
and quiet other residents may take for 
granted.” 

Beirne presented the selectmen with 
a 12-signature petition from the neigh- 
borhood asking that the event be post- 
poned until another venue can be found. 
Beirne and his neighbors expressed 


concern about the volume of the music 
and the possibility of teens hanging 
around the park after the show. They 
also said they were annoyed that they 
weren’t notified by the town in advance. 

Youth Services Director Bill Fahey 
was there to defend the event. 

“We got seven requests to do shows 
this summer, but we’re only doing one,” 
said Fahey. “We didn’t want to stress the 
neighborhood. It is loud. It’s rock and roll 
— heavy metal in this case. We haven't 
done a park show in three years.” 

Les Bartow of Chestnut Street said 
he remembers that show. 


“I was taking a shower with the 
water running, and it still sounded as 
though the band was in the room next to 
me,” he said. “It really rattles our dish- 
es! I’ve heard this heavy metal. You 
hear this and it really goes right through 
you.” 

“If we get a call from the neighbors | 
that it’s too loud, then we go up and | 
check it out,” said Police Chief Brian 
Pattullo, who attended the meeting. “If 
people don’t (quiet down), then we can | 
shut it down.” 

“T’ve found that if the town erred on | 
the side of caution, there would be a lot 
of activities that we never had; for| 
example, Senior Safari,” said Selectman 
Brian Major, referring to the all-night | 
party for seniors at Andover High| 
School following graduation. 

“This is certainly public land, but it’s 
also a residential neighborhood,” said 
Selectman John Hess to Fahey. “It’s a 
challenge for the youth to realize that if 
| they want to keep using it, they have to 
| be responsible. I throw that back to you 
as a challenge.” 

The selectmen took no position on 
the subject, and Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski said on Tuesday that he 
was inclined to approve the event with 
conditions; he planned to meet with 
Fahey and one of the youth organizers 
to discuss the matter.
